MAKING OF SYNTHETIC 
GIN UPSETS HOUSEROLD 


Elmore M. Bostwick Taken ‘to 
Hospital After Drinking Some 
| of Ingredients.

Home manufacture of synthetic 
gin upset a household last night and 
caused Elmore McNeti!l Bostwick, 29 
years old, an-insurance agent, to be 
removed at 9:30 o’clock from his 
home, 112 North Newstead avenue, 
to Barnes Hospital, sufferjng from 
the effects of drinking some of the 
ingredients, whieh are of poisonous 
character. 

Bostwick recovered this morning 
sufficiently to explain the occurrence 
to a Post-Dispatch reporter. 

“lI am not surprised,” he _ said, 
“that the policeman who found me 
semi-conscious in my kitchen last 
night should have thought I had at- 
tempted to leave this world. Until 
this morning I was unable to say 
much to the contrary. 

Drank Essence by Mistake. 
| “Tl was making my own supply of 


synthetic gin last evening, and for 


that purpose was using a small base 
composed of various essential oils, 
a half-teaspoonful of essence to a 
quart of gin. A part of this essence 
is furnished by two drops of diluted 
prussic acid. 

“After taking two drinks of the 
gin, I drank, by mistake, from the 
bottle containing the essence. It 
simply knocked me cold. I expect 
to be out of the hospital by this eve- 
ning. 

The police of the Newstead Ave- 
nue Station received tow telephone 
calls from the Bostwick home, the 
first at 8:30 p.m. At that time Mrs. 
\Bostwick said to a policeman that 
her husband seemed near a nervous 
collapse, and asked that he be qui- 
eted. Bostwick said he would go 
downtown, and the policeman left 
the place. An hour later, Police 
'Lieutenant Fleming went to the 
| house in answer to another call, and 
‘found Bostwick with a glass in his 
hand.

FURNACE FACTORY FIRE 


Plant at 4045 Forest Park 
Boulevard Burns—Some Ma- 
terial to Be Salvaged. 


More than $100,000 damage was

6. In considering naval strength, 
there shall be included merchant 
marine and all auxiliary vessels

They are, therefore, heartily 
in sympathy with the high {deals of 
peace and international good _ will 
which your distinguished President 
had in mind when he issued invita- 
tions to the Washington conference."’ 
Japan to Enter Conference at Time 

of Critical Situation at Home. 

Japan enters the week of the 
opening of the armament conference 
with a critical political situation at 
home, with a national economic sit- 
uation that is causing her leaders 
apprehension and with her relations 
with foreign Powers, particularly 
the United States, Great Britain and 
China, viewed by her foreign office 
as at least open to improvement. 

Many of the ablest Japanese are 
now either in Washington or in oth- 
er parts of the United States en- 
' paged in the task of helping their 
country find its true place in the 
world. 

The present situation ie frankly 
attributed by responsible Japanese 
to the fact that in her rapid absorp- 
tion of Western civilisation, Japan 
has not realized the inevitable ef- 
fect of that olvilization upon her 
own cognirymen, who have awak- 
ened to a spirit of liberalism and 
are demanding more from the State 
as individuals. Developed into an 
industrial nation from an agricul- 
tural one, Japan, more and more de- 
pendent upon her industrial work- 
ers, is finding them almost insati- 
able in their demands and recaici- 
trant at a time when the cost of 
Iiving is higher than in any other 
country and when the country’s 
manufactured products are with dif- 
ficulty finding a world market in 
competition with those of other 
countries where labor is cheaper, 
where thrift has become a habit and 
where the workman's efficiency is 
greater. 

The industrial situation in Japan 
is believed to be a cause of the pre- 
vailing unrest. _ 

Political Relations. 

In foreign political relations, the 
Japanese people as a whole are en- 
tirely dissatisfied with the trend of 
affaira between their country and the 
United States. Everybody seems to 
realize the vague estrangement that 
ias developed since the epoch of 
the Russo-Japanese war, when the

cympathy and approval of the 
Amertean people. 

One great cause of that estrange- 
ment, Japanese explain, ia the fact 
that it was the United States that 
constantly protested as Japan from 
time to time made political moves in 
éonnection with her expansion in the 
Yar Past.

that her knowledge of the Occident 
and all that it stands for, is insuffi- 
cient. She is, it is understood, ready 
to submit her case frankly to the rep- 
resentaives of the Powers assembled 
at Washington. The Tokio corre- 
spondent of the Associated Press has 
been assured by responsible spokes- 
men that however much war talk 
may be indulged in by sensational 
Japanese, the real Japan knows the 
necessity and urgency of removing 
any feeling of estrangement and of 
returning to the earlier days of 
friendly co-operation. 

“War With U. S. Unthinkable.” 
Business leaders, during the voy- 
age across the Pacific en route to 
Washington, said: 

“War with the United States is 
unthinkable for us. For one thing, 
our lack of natural resources would 
make it impossible.”’ 

Others Yrankly referred tc the 
absurd ambitions of Japanese chauv- 
jnists and said that they were so 
insullar that they judged all worl! 
problems from the standpoint of 
Japan alone. 

The leaders insisted that the motto 
of present-day Japan was that ex- 
pressed recently in Tokio by Viscount 
Makino, Minister of the Imperial 
Household, when Crown £Prince 
Hirohito returned from Europe, 
namely, that the recognition of the 
international interdependence of 


Japan must be her guiding principle 


and that Japan, isolated and alone, 
could not prosper. 


The third matter of concern to 
Japan is understood to be the failure 
of British statesmen to agree upon 
a renewal of the alliance, or mill- 
tary pact, with Japan. 

Irrespective of the question as to 
what Powers or Power the alliance 
was directed against, the agree- 
ment was deemed of great moral 
strength to Japan because &% made 
her an ally of the great white Pow- 
er. The old agreement continues 
automatically until denounced by 
either party, but both have agreed 
that whenever its terms are not in 
harmony with the covenant of the 
League of Nations, the covenant, and 
not the alliance itself, shall prevail. 
Japanese publicists already call the 
alliance a “‘dend letter’ and consider 
that a powerful prop has been re- 
moved from under Japan. 

Relations With China, 

Japan's relations with China have 
not materially improved, and China, 
in its state of disorganization, is be- 
lieved by Japan to be a vital prob- 
lem because the future of both, as 
the great oriental Powers, is close- 
ly and intimately linked. 
The official Japanese delegation 
has spent the last few days in organ- 
izing for the serious work of the 
conference. There are indications 
that the tragic death of Premier 
Hara, while causing temporary panic, 
will not be permitted to interfere 
with the spirit of unity, patience and 
preserverance which always charac- 
terized the Japanese when confront- 
od with a crisis. 
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broadly-drawn boundaries within 
which. the French ddlegation’s 
thoughts are moving, but M. Briand 
goes into the conference holding not 
too closely to prepossessions, and dis- 
posed at any time to examine fresh 
proposals. 


Message to Amcricans. 


“On setting foot on the soil of 
the great American republic,” said 
M. Briand’s message, ‘‘my first 
thought goes back to those who 
generously came to mingle their 
blood with that of the soldiers of 
France, back to those fighters 
whom the United States sent over 
to us as the most precious thing 
they had, back to those magnifi- 
cent high-souled youths with he- 
roic hearts who fell for right and 
for liberty with a smile to the land 
that has plously entombed them. 
To their families France now sends 
me asa near relative. Iam coming 
to assure them that the recollec- 
tion of those heroes is deeply grav- 
en in the heart of every French- 
man. 

“For centuries France has been. 
the ground of the great struggles 
for civilization. The last war has 
shown that she is able to uphold 
her ideal to the utmost Hmit of 
sacrifice. She does not forget any 
of the nations which helped her in 
safeguarcing her independence and 
having the liberty of the world. 
She knows in particular what she 
owes to the fraternal devotion, to 
the mighty help which America 
brought her. The two countries 
are henceforth united in the same 
glory. They feel that this very 
union provides the best guarantee 
for the peace of the world and that 
the main interests of mankind can- 
not but profit by their close and in- 
timate co-operation. 


“America Knows France.” 


“The great American democracy 
well knows what France is. You 
have known us for a long time. But 
during the last war your sons have 
lived amongst us, sharing the same 
dangers and the same hopes. Su@h 
unforgetable hours create an ever- 
lasting intimacy. These two coun- 
tries of ours are lands of liberty. 

“The statue that, at the entrance 
of New York, raises right above 
the harbor her light-spreading 
arm, has its replica in Paris on 
the banks of the Seine. Identical, 
born of the same hands, almost of 
the same mold, these two statues, 
though standing thousands of miles 
from each other, point out the 
close relationship which exists be- 
tween the two peoples, the aspira- 
tions they have in common, the 
likeness of their roll, thelr equal 
love of justice, their similar will on 
the paths of progress. 


“If, as Prime Minister of the 
French republic, I did not hesitate, 
in spite of present difficulties, to 
leave my country, It waa, first, be- 
cause I wanted to bring over here 
the tribute of her gratitude and at 
the same time to show that the 
foremost thought of every French- 
man is peace. We know too well, 
alas, what war means and the toll 
it takes, not to yearn for peace 
with heart and soul. So as soon 
as President Harding sent out his 
noble call, my country answered 
present. And here I am to dem- 
onstrate the earnest good will of 
France by every means in my 
power. 

“IT earnestly trust that the Wash- 
ington meeting will give us an 
opportunity in this respect.

The receipt 
of a half billion dollars of interest 
alone from Europe would mean an 
immediate easing of the burden on 
the American taxpayer. Behind the 
urg for limitation of armament are 
practical and material reasons as 
well as idealistic conceptions. 

How Can Limtt Be Set” 

But how can armanfent be lim- 
ited? This correspondent has can- 
vassed the highest army and navy 
officials. They talk in terms of rela- 
tivity. If America ceases building 
80 many ships, so shall the others. 
If America gives up so many forti- 
fications so shall the others. And so 
on. But the navy men admit that in 
the end the proportion of strength 
between the large Powers will re- 
main the same. They see no other 
way out of it. They concede the ne- 
cessity for a reduction of the finan- 
cial burden, but they zealously in- 
sist on holding the United States as 
the second naval. Power if not the 
first. Undoubtedly British policy will 
be the same. Japan would be pre- 
vented from catching up with Amer- 
ica or passing- the United States 
and menacing the British seapower, 
if such a stupendous job could real- 
ly be borne by Japanese people, 
which is to be doubted. The Japa- 
nese, however, would be checked— 
America and England would stand 
still and money would be saved. 
That's about as concrete a program 
as one hears discussed in Washing- 
ton. 

As for coast defenses in the Pa- 
cific, the fortification of strategic 
bases and al] that sort of thing, our 
military experts talk as if they were 
preparing for eventualities in the 
Pacific irrespective of the outcome 
of the conferenee on Far Eastern 
problems. If they had more faith 
in Japanese pledges, that wouldn’t 
be the case. So in order to hold the 
military and naval set in America 
at bay and to keep the same ciass 
from running away with the Japa- 
nese budget annually, the diplomats 
will have to make an agreement that 
will have the potential support not 
only of the navy of the United 
States but that of Great Britain and 
other signatories to the agreement 
—a general alliance for the 
mon good and against militarism. 
It’s to be a sort.of league of nations 
in the Pacific to prevent the growth 
of that same kind of recklessness in 
the Far East which the late war and 
tts subsequent League of Nations 
was designed to cure in Europe. 

The whole thing rests on foreign 
policy. | 


RUSSIAN CHILDREN TO HAVE 
FEW SWEETS FOR CHRISTMAS 


Sugar Crop Is Insufficient and Als 
Importation Has Practically 
Ceased. 


By the Associated Press. 

PETROGRAD, Nov. 7.—Christ- 
mas will bring but little candy or 
other sweets to Russian children. In 
fact, a great percentage of them will 
not even have enough black bread. 

Russia's sugar crop this year 
amounted to only slightly more than 
200,000,000 pounds, for 120,000,000 
persons—less than two pounds for, 
each person. And the importatipn 
of sugar is practically nil. 

These figures are from the official 
reports of the Government. The 
Russian pound is only 12 ounces, or 
one-fourth less than the American 
pound. Consequently the sugar crop 
for this year is not much in excess 
of 150,000,000 American pounds.

Upon consider- 
ing this news he immediately issued 
a public statement saying that no 
one was authorized to make any of- 
fer of a Cabinet post for him, and 
that those who had done so were 
acting without authority from him. 
This caused a flurry in the ranks 
of our friends in Baltimore, and the 
statement was the subject of heated 


discussion between the Governor and ‘ 


Mr. McCombs over thetelephone. Of 
course, I did not hear what was said 
at the other end of the wire, but lI 
remember that the Governor said, 
“I am sorry, McCombs, but my 
statement must stand as I have is- 
sued it. There must be no conditions 
whatever attached to the nomina- 
tion.” And there the conversation 
ended. While this colloquy took 
place I was seated just outside of the 
telephone booth. When the Govern- 
or came out he told me of the talk 
he had had with McCombs, and that 
their principal discussion was the 
attempt by McCombs and his friends 
at Baltimore to exact from him a 
promise that in case of his nomina- 
tion William Jennings Bryan should 
not be named for the post of Secre- 
tary of State; that a great deal in 
the way of delegates’ votes from 
the Eastern states depended upon 
his giving this promise. The Gov- 
ernor then said to me, “I will not 
bargain for this office. It would be 
foolish for me at this time to decide 
upon a Cabinet officer, and it would 
be outrageous to eliminate anybody 
from consideration now, particularly 
Mr. Bryan, who has rendered such

Orisis in the Balloting. 

The candidacy of the New Jersey 
Governor gained with each ballot— 
only slightly, however—but he was 
the only candidate who showed an 
increased vote at each stage of the 
convention proceedings. The cMti- 
eal period of the convention was 
reached on Thursday night. In the 
early afternoon we had received in- 
timations from Baltimore that on 
that night the New @York delegation 
would throw its support to Champ 
Clark and our friends at Baltimore 
were afraid that if this purpose was 
carried out, it would result in a 
stampede to Clark. We discussed

a tone of voice that indicated its 
seriousness, he read to me the fol- 
lowing message: “New York casts 
its 76 votes for Champ Clark.

As I was leaving the cottage the 
Governor appeared at one of the 
upper windows, clad-in his pajamas 
and, looking at me in the. most. se- 
rious way, said: ‘“‘Tumulty, is there 
any news from Baltimore?” I re- 
plied: “Nothing new, Governor.” 
When we were breakfasting to- 
gether the next morning, he laugh- 
‘ingly said to me: “You thought you 
could fool me last night when I 
asked if there was any word from 
Baltimore; but I could tell from the 
serious expression on your face that 
something had gone wrong.” This 
was about the first evidence of rel 
interest he- had -shown in-the Balti- 
more proceedings. 


As will be recalled, the thing that 
prevented Champ Clark from gath- 
ering the full benefit which would 
have come to him from the casting 
of the New York vote in his favor 
was a question by “Alfalfa Bill”’ 
Murray, a delegate from Oklahoma. 
He said: “Is this convention going 
to surrender its leadership to. the 
Tammany Tiger?’ This stemmed 
the tide toward Mr. Clark and 
changed the whole face of the con- 
vention. 


In a Deadlock. 


It was evident that on Friday night 
the deadlock stage of the convention 
had been finally reached. The Wil- 


son vote had risen to 354 and there 


remained without perceptible change. 
It began to look as if the candidacy 
of the New Jersey Governor had 
reached its full strength. The frantic 
efforts of the Wilson men to win 


additional votes were unavailing. In- | 


deed, Wilson’s case appeared to be 
hopeless. On Saturday morning, Mc- 
Combs telephoned Sea Girt and 
asked for the Governor. The Gov- 
ernor took up the telephone and for 
\a long time listened intently to what 
,Wwas being said at the other end. I 
|afterward learned that McCombs 
‘had conveyed word to the Governor 
‘that his case was hopeless and that 
‘it was useless to continue the fight, 
‘and asked for instructions. Where- 
jupon, the following conversation took 
| place in my presence: “So, McCombs

PETROGRAD, Nov. 7.—Russia’s

The soviet government has esti- 
mated Petrograd’s population at 
only 600,000, but this figure seems 
large to observers who knew Petro- 
grad in the pre-war days, when it 
had within it more than a million 
and one-half persons. 

The visitor, looking over the city 
from the tower of St. Isaac’s Caths- 
dral, sees only a city of rust. Prac- 
tically all the Russian roofs are of 
tin and were painted green or brown, 
but the repainting of them has been 
impossible. The roofs mare leiky 
and the buildings have been aban- 
doned. 

The Red army is drilling daily in 
the square between St. Isaac’s Ca- 
thedral and the Mariensky Palace, 
where there now is so little traffic 
that part of it is used as a storage 
place for peat, which soldiers guard 
day and night to keep fuel hunters 
away. 

The German Embassy, which the 
Russians wrecked at the beginning 
of the war, stands boarded up and 
abandoned. The Astoria Hotel, and 
most of the other large buildings 
about the square, are being used by 
the soviet. The Hotel Angleterre 
has been rechristened the Interna- 
tional. It is a Government guest 
house and one of the few places in 
Petrograd which really are comfort- 
able. The old hotel statf has been 
retained, and is keeping the building 
clean and supplying the rooms with 
fresh lirien. The service is excel- 
lent. The hotel is marvelously 
quiet and a comfortable oasis tn the 
general Bolshevik disorganization in 
Russia, dominated by untrained ar- 
my men. Foreigners are required 
to pay their hotel bills in pounds’ 
or at the dollar rate. The charge 
is about one pound daily. 

Nevsky Prospect Deserted. 

The Nevsky Prospect is more de- 
serted and shabbier than it was three 
years ago. There are holes in the 
pavements and the buildings are 
scaling off. The canals are utterly

PROPOS the arrival of four new towbcats 

in the St. Leuis harbor, one wonders when 

we are to rise in the might of this great 
valley and put our rivers to work. That they 
are to be put to work is inevitable. We hare 
never done anything about it on a scale com- 
mensurate with the cause fttself because we 
have not had the necessary leadership. Col. 
Roosevelt built the Panama Canal. Except for 
his leadership it would probably languish still. 

Whe is going to do this for our rivers, and 
how long shall it be? We have a newly formed 
river diloc in Congress to protect the river appro- 
priatons. We have an association of business 
men in the valley with a waterways division. 
We have a Federa! barge line succeeding on the 
lower Mississippi. Many able and influential 
men in and out of Congress are working for the 
rivers. Congress itseif is pro-river. I+ proved 
itself so when the Esch-Cummins act was made 
to carry a clause forbidding the railroads to 
make cut-throat rates in competition with in- 
and water traffic. There is a river fight form- 
ing in Congress now—one from which this cause 
shall emerge with gains. The barge line needs 
$5,000,000 for new equipment. Its business has 
outgrown its plant. The river people think it 
should have $5,000,000 of the $500.600.000 rall- 
road appropriation shortly to pass the Senate. 
and they are going to make this the price of 
support for the bill from the river bloc. 

All this is admirable. but how many years 
Must it take us to do piecemeal what we could 
do with one superb sweep under leadership 
such as the Panama Cana! had? 

This is our problem im the valley. We have 
anarmy. but no general. That is not the way to 
victory. nor shall any of us live to enjoy it going 
that way Our cause is what we make it— 
strong if it reflects our own strength—weak if 
we will. 

The Panama Canal was a sick cause until 
Col. Roosevelt made it well. The French had 
dismaliy failed. Yellow fever held the fieid. 
By comparison the great rivers are a cheering 
prospect.

| Landru Pale but Calm. 

Landru was pale and haggard from 
his 31 months of detention as he en- 
| ter the courtroom, but he ap- 
| peared self-possessed and calm. He 
| had pleaded illness early this morn-* 
ing, but the court physician pro- 
nounced him abie to attend the hear- 
ing. 

Upon the Government’s motion, it
